DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 78, 79, and their dependent claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 'As best understood', 
the embodiment having a "bearing" does not have a rotatable "axis". See page 15-16 of 
the written description. Inasmuch as it may not be clear what is intended by the 
limitations, claim 78 and its dependent claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Clarification and/or correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 77-82, 93, and 95 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 3,244,830 to Bates. 

Bates '830 teaches Applicant's claim limitations including : a "securing device" - 
the device illustrated in Fig 3 for example and particularly including 27,47, "affixed to 
a,... , dish washer" - col 1;line 12, an "axle" -47a "contact region" - its outer surface, a 
"gripping device" - including 24, an "active region" - including the surfaces of 24 which 
inherently engage 47 as the door is moved from open to closed position. 

As regards claim 78, one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that part 46 
can inherently be rotated about its longitudinal axis due to the structure of its connection 
with 41 . Part 47 reads on "bearing". 'As best understood', the prior art relied upon fully 
teaches the claimed invention. 

As regards claim 81 and 82, it's noted that as 24 contacts 47 during closure of the door, 
47 rolls along the inner surfaces of 26 where those surfaces read on broad limitations 
for "transition region", "sliding edge" etc since no particular geometry is defined in the 
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claim that might be relied upon to patentably distinguish from the structure of the prior 
art which otherwise has structure for performing the broadly-recited function. 

As regards claim 93, 31 reads on lever arm" and 36 on "lever arm axle". 

As regards claim 95, the portion of 24 that first contacts 47 during closing reads 
on "active region" and a portion that actually retains 47 in the door-closed position reads 
on "gripping latch". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 83/77-92/77 and 94/77 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 83/78-92/78, 94/78, 83/79-92/79, and 94/79 would be allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to rejected claims have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
